are the same and, where applicable, include no new matter, as required by 37 C.F.R. §§ 
1.821(e) or 1.821(f) or 1.821(g) or 1.825(b) or 1.825(d). The instant specification will 
also need to be amended so that it complies with 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(d) which requires a 
reference to a particular sequence identifier (SEQ ID NO:) be made in the specification 
wherever a reference is made to that sequence. For rules interpretation Applicant may 
call (703) 308-1123.

Alternatively, Applicant might consider revising Table 4 to include comas 
between the individual codons.
